I had a long and pleasant talk with Mr. Delo and we talked 
about you as well as Wagner College, He wanted me to visit 
Wagner College at ray next opportunity.

I am enclosing herewith for your perusal an article, in rough 
form, which I have Just completed on counterfeit Continental 
currency# There will be certain references and comments with 
which you are all too familiar but ray primary effort was to 
bring to light the British confession which I located, to 
give Thomas Paine’s remarks, and to explain a broadside on 
the subject of counterfeit currency which I found in the 
records of the Continental Congress. I have examined all 
the notes carefully and have written this more from a numis- 
matic point of view than from a historical point of view# 

I would very much appreciate it if you will go over it and 
give mo any suggestions or comments you care to. Treat me as 
a student submitting a terra paper to his teacher. 

I will probably submit this item for publication in the 
Numismatist as no description of the counterfeits is avail- 
able for use. In any event I hope you glean some interesting 
things from the article which you may not already be aware 
of. 

Please feel free to scratch over any portions where you wish 
to comment or request that I clarify any passages needing it. 

One thing I do need for this article which you might have 
available, J, Eugene Smith, in his book, "100 Tears of 
Hartford’s Gourant from Colonial Times throughthe Civil War" 
published by the Tale University Press in 19h9 , indicate s on 
pages 1:5 and U6 that there were descriptions of the counter- 
feits in the newspaper, I do not know whether these are 
Connecticut counterfeits which are referred to or Continentals, 
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January 11, 19^6 


I also do not know whether the book gives a direct reference 
to the newspaper where the specific descriptions exist. The 
book is not available in St. Louis and I am wondering whether 
you can give me a suggestion as to how to find what newspaper 
carried the description of the counterfeits. I am sending 
you a photostat of the broadside as I think you will be 
fascinated by it. The descriptions of the counterfeits are 
disgracefully pcor and confused. I do not think anyone ever 
looked at the broadside before as they had to repair it in 
order to make a copy for me. 

I certainly appreciate your interest in having this get-together 
at the next occasion and I hope it will be soon. 

I presume A.N.S. asked you to write something for their Cen- 
tennial number as they even asked me. I expect to submit 
something to them if they will act on it promptly.

James Smither was an engraver in Philadelphia and was work- 

Bell, a book publisher, in Philadelphia, in 
1708 and he advertised in the Pennsylvania Journal, (Hy 
source gives no date other than the year). The advertise- 
ment indicates that he engraves in all metals and makes 
cuts for printers. The writeup in the dictionary of American 
Painters, Sculptors and Engravers, by Mantle Fielding, pub- 
lished in 19h5, indicates that he is credited with having 
made plates for paper money of Pennsylvania and then counter- 
feited Pennsylvania currency during the British occupation. 
The Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylvania, on June 25, 
ine, accused Smither and others of aiding and assisting 
the enemies and Smither went with the British to Hew York 
where he apparently worked for Hugh Oaine in 1777, l^is, 
of course, is at the time Hugh Oaine published his famous 

Hivington Royal Gaaotte of May 22, 

1779, and describes Smither as an engraver, late of Phila- 
delphia. Eventually he returned to Philadelphia and an ad- 
vertisement, in 1786, shows he was working there. I checked 
your article on counterfeiting in Pennsylvania but you do 
not mention his name. 

The question comes up as to whether Smither participated 
in the counterfeiting of Continental currency in New York. 
This needs some of your superb treatment and I wanted to

I had already gotten into many of them prior to receiving youx* 
note because of the Trojan Horae episode which, to me, is one 
of the most interesting mysteries in counterfeiting. I would 
certainly like to know the truth as to what really happened. 

I am enclosing a new section of my article on this episode for 
your amusement. 

The Nur-iismatist has indicated a desire to publish the article 
on counterfeit Continentals and I think it will be w<arthwhile 
to publish this in that magazine without enlarging the scope 
of the article to cover counterfeiting of State issues also 
during the war.

Please forgive my long silence after your good 
letter, I was sorry that you were not free to come east but 
can surely understand it, I have just been appointed chair- 
man of the committee on honorayy "degrees instead of chairman 
of the convocations committee but I still remain a member 
of the convocations committee and I am pretty sure that 
the new chairman, Prof, Kegley, will contact you to see if 
he can induce you to talk at a convocation later in the 
year when you may not be so busy, I hope that it will work 
out that way, as I should like to see you and should like 
to hear what you think of East Africa.

I have written for the court papers to the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania but I do not expect these to show very 
much.

How do you do it? The tremendous details and work which went 
into your book on counterfeiting is really appreciated by this 
reviewer. The galley proofs arrived and I read them from the 
point of view of logic.. It was really exciting to relive all 
of these strange adventures, many of which you had made known 
through your other books but many of which, I realize, are quite 
new. I have the following preliminary comments: 

Page 1^: You mention that in 1800 bags of base coin were being 
sent out. This is from a police report of London and actually 
took place quite some time before 1800. By 1800 the coinage had 
long since ceased and tradesmen’s tokens were the vogue. You 
could correct this by saying that one writer, in 1800, comments 
as to the previous period, etc. 

2. There is a line left out where you describe copying errors 
in counterfeiting. 

U. Wampum did not cease to be a medium of exchange in 1662 ex- 
cept in Massachusetts as it continued on in New York and other 
parts of New England. 

h* Tobacco, in Virginia, was the medium of exchange for over 100 
years after November, 16li0, as no metallic currency became a 
substitute for it. 

U. The 16U5 copper coin issue of Virginia never came about, 
although authorized. 

Ii. The Virginia Act of February, 1729, as to copper, applied 
to English halfpence but since no copper was permitted to be 
imported, no counterfeiting of copper took place. The refer- 
ence to the copper, therefore, adds nothing. 

h. The Massachusetts Mint coined one shilling, sixpence and 
threepence in the original issue known as New England coinage. 
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Dr, Kenneth Scott

The second coinage of Massachusetts was the Oak Tree 
coinage and not the Pine Tree. The Pine Tree coinage did not 
have any twopences* The twopences were dated 1662 and all 
other Pine Tree and Oak Tree was dated 16^2* 

The period during which the New England pieces, the Oak 
Tree, and the Pine Tree money was coined, extended over about 
3h years but if you will check Mr. Noe’s book on the subject 
you will see that the Pine Tree money was only coined during 
the latter part of that period. 

2li. I think it would be very well to mention that one of the 
reasons Benjamin Franklin got the contracts for the New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania paper money printing was because of the ex- 
tensive counterfeiting of the issues prior to the 1730's. He 
prepared leaf designs himself in order to make it extremely 
difficult for the counterfeiters. Franklin also got the con- 
tract for printing because he advocated further issues of 
paper money and wroth his famous pamphlet on the subject. 

^6. The dat«< 18^3 should be 17J>3» as you know. 

70. The story about not accepting the money because there was 
so much bad money in circulation was stated in the beginning 
of the book and you may not wish to repeat it. 

7^^. I think that the name ”Smithers" is wrong and it should 
be "Smither”. There is some confusion on this in ray sources. 

78. Rhode Island colonial money and its counterfeiting was 
revised and enlarged in a book entitled "Early Rehoboth" by 
the same author. I might suggest that you include it in your 
bibliography. It has wonderful illustrations, also. 

An index to the different issues of counterfeited paper money 
mentioned in your book would be of major value to numismatists. 
I know th-at this is difficult because some issues are not 
particularly described. You have used this type of index in 
your individual articles but it is very important to have a 
composite index covering each state and each issue. Perhaps 
the state, the denomination and the year of the counterfeiter’s 
arrest would be advantageous. Sometimes you will not be able

to tell exactly what issue is counterfeited and the year would 
be very important in tracing early counterfeits, I may be 
able to help you in ascertaining the issue in question if you 
need a little help along those longs.

N.J. Gazette (Burlington), Wed,, Jan, l4, 1778, p,^: 

” The publick are desired to beware of counterfeit Thirty 
Dollar Bills . They are dated hay 10, 1775 j done on copper- 
plate, and easily discovered. On the back of the genuine 
bill the word Philadelphia is spelled Philadelphia, and 
that of the counterfeit properly. The figure of the lower 
ship in the true bill, especially its bottom, is much 
blacker and less discernable than in the counterfeit; and 
the paper of the latter is much thinner and smoother. And 
in that of the counterfeit in the upper ship a ray of light 
appears between it and the representation of the sea, which 
is not so in the genuine bill,"
